banneret, Trm Giltnore, Sir Fitzbngh, The 
Hosh, Gold ’Or, F. W. Brode, Dissolute, Sidney 
Lucas, Fraszles, The Conqueror. 

Commenting on thosa left in a New Orleans 
writer says: “Of these Sidney Lucas, Tom 

Gilmore, Florizar, Alex, Cleora, Prinoa of 
Veronia, Dissolute, Gold ’Or, Miss Dede, Sir 
Fitzhugh and Knightbanneret have been raced 
at the present meetiug. In the light of what 
they have shown it is aifiQcnlt to imagine why 
moat of them were not declared, Colts or fillies 
either that find it difficnlt to win cheap selling 
races certainly don’t belong in Deibys, and this 
can be said about this lot named. Sidney Lncas 
is the only one of the local horses that has 
shown enough in public to give him a chance 
in tbe big race cf the meeting. His recent 
races have had a tecdency to boom his stock as 
a Derby possibility. He appears to be getting 
back to bis form of last fall at Bsnningi, where 
he showed to be a colt of considerable quality. 
His last race, when, with lOS pounds up, he was 
beaten out by two lengths by Ed Gartland, a 
▼ety speedy five-year-old, carrying 110 pounds 
in a mile in 1 :40} was, all things considered, 
the best he has run here. The three-year-old 
got much tbe worst of the start, but he was 
coming strong and it was reasonably certain 
that if tbe distance had b;an a furlong 
greater be would have won. He undoubtedly 
could have run tbe distance that 
day in 1 :54 or better. As already 
said, Sidney Lncas has been improving right 
along. He looks much better than be did a few 
weeks ago. and be races much better. He is a 
slashing big colt, can handle weight as well as 
any borte engaged in the Derby, has a lot of 
speed and is thoroughly game. If nothing goes 
wiocg with him betveeu now and March 11 it 
may be set down that he will be a hard horse to 
beat in the Derby. As for tbe others now at 
tbe Fair Grounds, nothing they have ever 
shown, and they have raced repeatedly, justifies 
a concideration of their chances, Cleora, if at 
her best, might perhaps, be entitled to respect, 
but she has been on tbe doubtful list fur some 
time, and, even if the rounds to, a mile and an 
eighth is very apt to prove too much of a jour- 
ney for her in the company she will have to 
meet. 

“Scherr & Son will, it is said, ship F. W. 
Brode here from Frisco March 6. Of course, if 
be were to lend here as good as his nine fur- 
longs in 1:5'1 shows him to be now, it wonld 
seem to be mere folly to lock beyond him for 
tbe winner of the Derby, bnt that trip across 
the continent is quite apt to hurt him. From 
Memphis will come Avonstoke, The Conqueror 
and Lamplighted to go after the rich prize. All 
are reported to be doing well in their work. 
Lampligbted, it is said, is tbe most advanced 
horse at Memphis, and everything indicates 
that be will rnn up to tbe promises of last 
spring, which were very high, Charley Patter- 
son then stating that the colt bad showed him 
better than either Hambnrg or Ornament as a 
yearling. As confident as is Mr. Patterson that 
he has the winner of tbe Derby in his barn, 
Paddy Tomlinson is even more confident that 
The Conqueror will carry away the big end of 
tbe purse in the rich event. The indications 
eertsinly are that this year’s Derby will be tbe 



For reasons published iu this newspaper 
yesterday, it is probable the colt that is spoken 
of as The Conqueror will hardly be allowed to 
go to the pest. 



GOSSIP OP THE TURF. 



Ohio has already a stringent anti-betting law 
bnt one still more severe in its terms passed the 
House of Rapresentatives at Columbus Tuesday 
without a single dissenting vote. It is known 
as the Rote bill, and its text is as follows : 

“Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
state of Ohio : 

“Section 1. That Section 6939a of tbe Revised 
Statutes of Ohio be amended so as to read as 
follows : 

Section 6939s. (Selling of pools prohibited ; 
penalty.) Whoever shall keep a room or build- 
ing, or any portion of eny room or building, or 
occupy any place upon public or private 
grounds anywhere within the state of Ohio with 
apparatus, books or other device for the pur- 
pose of recording or registering bets or wagers 
or of selling pools, and therewith exhibit or 
display any information, program or part of 
sneh program, and any such person who shall 
record or register bets or wagers or sell pools 
upon the results of any trial or contest of 
skill, speed or power of endurance of 
man or beast, or being the owner, lessee 
or occupant of any such rooms building, part 
or portion thereof, shall knowingly permit tbe 
same to be used or occupied for any of the 
purposes aforesaid, or shall therein exhibit, 
keep or employ any device or apparatus for tbe 
purpose of registering or recording such bsts or 
wagers or for the selling of such pools, or shall 
become the custodian or depository for hire er 
reward ef any money, property er other thing 
of value staked, wagered or pledged as afore- 
said upon any such results, such person shall 
be deemed guilty of miedemeaBor, and shall, 
upon conviction, be fined not more than $1,000 
nor leas than $100 and pay coats of proseention. 

“Sretion 2, That nothing in this section shall 
be construed to apply to ball games or boxing 
contests, as otherwise permitted by law. 

“Section 3. That said original Section 6939a 
of tbe aforesaid be, and the eame is, hereby re- 
pealed, and this act shall take effect and bs in 
force from and after its passage.’’
